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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a shoulder prosthesis, classified in class 623, 
subclass 19.11. 

II. Claim 1 1 , drawn to a method of replacing a humeral head in a patient, 
classified in class 128, subclass 898. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can 
be used for a hip implant. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Alicia Griffin Mills on September 6, 2002 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of a shoulder 
prosthesis, claims 1-10. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. Claim 12 is withdrawn from further consideration by the 
examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Oath/Declaration 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. The oath or declaration is defective 
because: It does not identify the citizenship of each inventor (Christopher Jobe). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the stem must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: There seems to be a 
misspelling at the end of line 1 of claim 9. It is assumed that the phrase was meant to 
claim "tool-engaging" and will be examined as such. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the bore as "being formed in the flat head face." The word "being" 
renders the claim an improper "product-by-process" because of the tense. Elimination of 
the word "being" would overcome this rejection and not alter the scope of the claim, 

Claims 6-7 and 9 recite the limitation "the locking member". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in these claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tornier (5,358,526). Tornier discloses a modular shoulder prosthesis comprising: a 
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stem (1), a generally spherical surfaced head (3) with a bore (33), a connecting member 
(2), and a threaded locking piece (7) in the form of a screw, which is well known to 
include a tool engaging surface (Philips or regular). The bore of the head is positioned 
non-coaxially with the spherical surfaced (Fig.1). The second portion of the connector 
can have a Morse taper (Fig. 1 , 22), or a dove tail (Fig. 7, 20'). There are recesses 
within the bore (Fig. 5, 34) for engaging a detent (5) on the first member. 

Claims 1 and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Camino et al. (6,033,439). Camino et al. discloses a modular shoulder prosthesis 
comprising: a stem (22), a generally spherical surfaced head (10) with a bore (49), a 
connecting member (20), and a threaded ring (Fig. 13, 168). A groove (Fig. 12, 86) can 
be used for receiving a tool. 

Please Note: The applicant may consider claiming the head, locking member (i.e. 
the ring) etc. as separate parts.
